Demonetization by Contract. 

John Sherman got in his work 
after all.

STANLEY'S NEW STORY. 


PERE Bu Iaterest in the 
Ferthcoming Book oa the Emin | 


Bey Expeditics. 

Stanley’s new book “In Darkest, 
Africa, and the Quest, Rescue and Re- 
treat of Emin, the Governor of Equa- 
toria,” will be issued by Scribver’s 
Sons in July, and is to be published 
simultaneously in the English, French, 
German, Spanish, Italian and Swedish 
languages. A great deal of the illus- 
tration bas been done by American 


artists from photographs taken by 
Stanley and other members of the ex- 
peditiun. 

Probably the most interesting por- 
tion of thia latest parrative, and, ac- 
cording to Mr. Stanley, what will be 
bis last, is that portion of it which 
refers to what is supposed to be an 
entirely new race of men, the dwarfs 
of the great forest region. They are 
minutely described, and illustrations 
are given of the Kiag and Queen of the 
pyginies, also of many individuals and 
groups, dwellings, costames and hunt- 
ing and fishing implements, and of 
their instruments of war. 

Avother striking incident in the 
record of Stanley’s discoveries is the 
chapters relating to the finding of the 
‘* Mountains af the Moon,” heretofore 
vaguely described, and considered 
mythical by later travelers. The great 


| Aruwimi forest, with its tropical vege- 


tation and rubber trees, exceeding 
those of the Amazon foresta, will in- 
terest scientific men, while an equally 
great surprise will be the description 
of the lake regions of fertile uplands 
on the equator, where white men can 
live, and which Stanley predicts will 
become the future granary of Africa. 
This region has a temperate climate, 
rich soil, luxuriant grasses and fruits, 
and is inhabited by ‘‘classic-faced peo- 
ples’”’ enirely different from the tribes 
of the Congo. 

Geographers and scientific men will 
be interested in the story of his ex- 
plorations of Lake Albert Edward, 
which he skirted on the west, north 
and east shores, solving one of the few 
reraining problems in African geo- 
graphy. The book will contain a 
vivid description of the horrible crnel- 
ties practiced by the Arab slave traders 
and ivory raiders, who bave desolated 
thousands of miles of that productive 
country. 

No other member of the Emin relief 
expedition is allowed to publish any 
account of the trip until six months 
after the appearance of Stanley's book. 
All through his work Stanley has en- 
deavored to emphasize the idea that 
Africa is waiting to be civilized, and he 
has given many tangible proofs that 


| the interior regions and peoples of the 


mysterious continent are open to civil- 

ization and are worth the effort.

A SUDDEN DEATH. 


A Carson Lady Dies from Unusual 
Kxeltement.

Of the 10,000 pieces in the collection, 
perhaps nine-tenths are of stone, made 
largoly with stone tools.
